The method 
includes displaying S52 a spreadsheet 60 including metadata information MDI therein and 
providing S54 a command to trigger a conversion of the spreadsheet 60 into a comma 
separated value file. See, FIGS 3, 4, and 1, and pages 4-9 of the specification. 

Independent claim 4: 

Independent claim 4 recites a method for generating metadata objects. The method 
includes displaying S52 a spreadsheet 60 including metadata information MDI and one or 
more metadata directives MDD therein and providing S54 a command to trigger a conversion 
of the spreadsheet 60 into a comma separated value file. See, FIGS 3, 4, and 1, and pages 4-9 
of the specification. 

Independent claim 7: 

Independent claim 7 recites a computer for generating metadata objects. The 
computer includes means for displaying S52 a spreadsheet 60 including metadata 
information MDI therein; and means for providing a command to trigger a conversion of the 
spreadsheet 60 into a comma separated value file. See, FIGS 3, 4, and 1, and pages 4-9 of the 
specification. 
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Independent claim 10: 

Independent claim 1 0 recites a computer for generating metadata objects. The 
computer includes means for displaying a spreadsheet 60 including metadata information 
MDI and one or more metadata directives MDD therein and means for providing S54 a 
conimand to trigger a conversion of the spreadsheet 60 into a comma separated value file. 
See, FIGS 3, 4, and 1, and pages 4-9 of the specification. 

Independent claim 13: 

Independent claim 13 recites a computer program product in a computer readable 
medium for generating metadata objects. The computer program product includes computer 
readable code for displaying S52 a spreadsheet 60 including metadata information MDI 
therein and computer readable code for providing S54 a conimand to trigger a conversion of 
the spreadsheet 60 into a comma separated value file. See, FIGS 3, 4, and 1, and pages 4-9 
of the specification. 

Independent claim 16 

Independent claim 16 recites a computer program product in a computer readable 
medium for generating metadata objects. The computer program product includes computer 
readable code for displaying 852 a spreadsheet 60 including metadata information MDI and 
one or more metadata directives MDD therein and computer readable code for providing S54 
a command to trigger a conversion of the spreadsheet 60 into a comma separated value file. 
See, FIGS 3, 4, and 1, and pages 4-9 of the specification.
